POLLS AND POLICY 
Louis Harris, the public opinion analyst, will 
discuss the importance of foreign policy in the 
past four Presidential elections at a dinner in 
Washington marking the 50th anniversary of the 
Foreign Policy Association on Thursday (Jan. 
25). Other speakers will be Sen. Mike Mansfield 
(D Mont.) and Sen. Charles H. Percy (R 111.). 
THE SELECTION OF LOUIS HARRIS as a fea­ 
tured speaker at the Foreign Policy Association 
reminds observers that the public opinion poll 
is perhaps the most significant political inno­ 
vation in recent years. 
By the time John F. 
Kennedy named the Presidential primaries he 
would enter in 1960, he had in hand a sheaf of 
polls which indicated that he was running ahead 
in every one of the states chosen. 
A poll in V st Virginia led Harris to conclude 
that if all fhe “undecideds” were distributed 
proportionately, Sen. Kennedy would win over 
Sen. Hubert H. Humphrey by a 70-30 margin. 
Harris recommended that Kennedy project him­ 
self as an all-out liberal Democrat in the Fifth 
District for the West Virginia primary. He ad­ 
vised Kennedy how to approach the religious 
issue in predominantly Protestant areas. 
TESTING VOTER ATTITUDES through personal 
interviews did not become a business until the 
middle 1930s. 
While the Literary Digest was 
cooking its goose with the prediction that A If M. 
Landon would defeat Franklin Roosevelt in 1936, 
the Gallup, Crossley and Roper polls gained solid 
reputations overnight. 
They predicted Roose­ 
velt’s re-election victory, although underesti­ 
mating the size of the sweep. 
After Harry Truman’s upset victory in 1948, the 
Indiana State Senate rose for a minute in silent 
tribute to “the memory of George Gallup.” 
Actually, Gallup wasn’t the only goat. On elec­ 
tion eve, all polls agreed that Thomas E. Dewey 
would win handsomely. 
In general, pollsters 
later blamed their errors on failure to question 
voters right up to the last minute. 
Since 1948, public opinion analysis has prolif­ 
erated, and polling has become a good deal more 
sophisticated. 
And it’s big business. A leading 
New York pollster told Editorial Research Re­ 
ports on Jan. 22 that a congressional district 
poll might run from $3,500 to $6,000, a statewide 
poll from $5,000 to $20,000, and a nationwide 
poll from $75,000 up — as high as $300,000. 
“ Political polls,” Elmo Roper has observed, 
“ have probably never been used more abundantly 
than they are in America today.” 
Nelson A. 
Rockefeller had more than 130 voter surveys 
made before his election as governor of New 
York in 1958. 
CRITICS OF POLLSTERS say that a poll indi­ 
cating the probability of the election of a candi­ 
date creates a “bandwaguu f influence on the 
election. 
George Gallup of the American Insti­ 
tute of Public Opinions says that in fact this 
never has happened. 
The purpose of polling, according to Louis 


Harris, is not to predict the outcome of an 
election but to give direction to candidates by 
informing them of changing trends. He maintains 
that “to object to political polling is to argue 
that politicians and the general public should 
be poorly informed.” 
American polls are watched throughout the world. 
The Economist of London halls recent shifts in 
the Harris polls in the direction of support for 
President Johnson and the war in Vietnam. The 
latest Harris survey shows the President the 
favorite if the 1968 elections were held now—in 
a distinct reversal from a poll taken two months 
ago.

POLLS AND POLICY 
Louis Harris, the public opinion analyst, will 
discuss the importance of foreign policy in the 
past four Presidential elections at a dinner in 
Washington marking the 50th anniversary of the 
Foreign Policy Association on Thursday (Jan. 
25). Other speakers will be Sen. Mike Mansfield 
(D Mont.) and Sen. Charles H. Percy (R 111.). 
THE SELECTION OF LOUIS HARRIS as a fea­ 
tured speaker at the Foreign Policy Association 
reminds observers that the public opinion poll 
is perhaps the most significant political inno­ 
vation in recent years. 
By the time John F. 
Kennedy named the Presidential primaries he 
would enter in 1960, he had in hand a sheaf of 
polls which indicated that he was running ahead 
in every one of the states chosen. 
A poll in . 
st Virginia led Harris to conclude 
that if all ’he “ undecideds” were distributed 
proportionately, Sen. Kennedy would win over 
Sen. Hubert H. Humphrey by a 70-30 margin. 
Harris recommended that Kennedy project him­ 
self as an all-out liberal Democrat in the Fifth 
District for the West Virginia primary. He ad­ 
vised Kennedy how to approach the religious 
issue in predominantly Protestant areas. 
TESTING VOTER ATTITUDES through personal 
interviews did not become a business until the 
middle 1930s. 
While the Literary Digest was 
cooking its goose with the prediction that Alf M. 
Landon would defeat Franklin Roosevelt in 1936, 
the Gallup, Crossiey and Roper polls gained solid 
reputations overnight. 
They predicted Roose­ 
velt’s re-election victory, although underesti­ 
mating the size of the sweep. 
After Harry Truman’s upset victory in 1948, the 
Indiana State Senate rose for a minute in silent 
tribute to “ the memory of George Gallup.” 
Actually, Gallup wasn’t the only goat. On elec­ 
tion eve, all polls agreed that Thomas E. Dewey 
would win handsomely. 
In general, pollsters 
later blamed their errors on failure to question 
voters right up to the last minute. 
Since 1948, public opinion analysis has prolif­ 
erated, and polling has become a good deal more 
sophisticated.

New York pollster told Editorial Research Re­ 
ports on Jan. 22 that a congressional district 
poll might run from $3,500 to $6,000, a statewide 
poll from $5,000 to $20,000, and a nationwide 
poll from $75,000 up — as high as $300,000.

C ertain that its records must be wrong and that Harry was 
actually behind in his paym ents, the I.O.U. Finance Co. dis­ 
patched several em ployees to find H arry’s car and reposses 
the tire s. 
The deed was done in the parking lot of H arry 's fancy country 
club. 
Fit to be tied, H arry not only sued the finance company for 
stealing his tire s but also for the hum iliation and em barrass­ 
ment the incident had caused him. 
"W hen my tire s were taken," he complained to a judge, “ a l­ 
m ost every m em ber of the country club was present to see It. 
As a result, I haven't been able to show my face at the club 
sin c e ."
